KOREA: She enemy logistical build-up, recent troop movements and 
Ftf statements indicate that Cossaunist forces in Korea ora now prepared 
to undertake a major offensive, which may be launched at anywise. 

Ae of 22 August, CofiffiiuniBfc forces wore estimated to bo capable 
loglstically of sustaining a ^-division attack for 26 days and 
vehicle sightings since that date have reached an "*g“: 

Estimated Communist troop strength has been Increased to <>27,000. 
North Korean units are now estimated to be at fall strength and 
CCF units at 80$ of T/O. Two CCF armored divisions have been 
tentatively accepted In Korea with a total strength of 11,000 mn 
and 160 tanks, thus Increasing estimated enemy tank strength in 
accepted tank units to approximately 300. The North Korean 105th 
Tank Division has moved southward to Sariwon, there are numerous 
other reports of a steady forward movement of Communist troops, and 
some North Korean units ere shifting to tho cast ■ A recent increase 
in enemy counterattacks may be a prelude to an offensive, and 
several FM’s have reported that a general offensive is to be launched 
about the first of September. Reports of tho presence of Soviet 
troops continue but cen probably be attributed largely to the 
presence of advisors, technicians and AAA personnel- There era no 
new indications of enemy preparations to enlarge air operations 
over Korea In the near future. Ccramunlat propaganda has provided 
no new indication of intentions in the cops© -fire discussions- 


2. JAPAN: There continue to be no fir® indications of tho tactics 
which tho Soviet delegation will pursue at the San Francisco 
conference B other than that the Soviets will apparently attempt to 
upset U.S. plans end that thoy have announced that thoy will make 
Como !l proposals” of fchair otm. Soviet propaganda indicates that 
the particular target will be the military aspects of tho treaty 
and that the U.S.S.R. will probably represent itself S3 the champion 
of the Asian nations. Thors arc no indications as to what connection 
0 e ve lo orient 3 in Korea may have with Soviet proposals at the Peace 
Treaty discussions.

3- IHDGCHIH& : fho military situation continues relatively static 
and there are no clear Indications of imminent large-scale Fiet 
Kinh operations or ©f a Chinese Communist intervention in force. 
Although evidence continues that substantial amounts of Chinese 
Communist military supplies ere moving to the Viet Mirih, the Viet 
Hinh are reportedly suffering from rather serious economic and 
morale problems. 

^ ■ SURMA : Reports continue to suggest the possibility of a Chinese 
Comiaunist incursion into northern Burma or increased Burmese Com- 
munist insurgent activity during September, but firm reports of 
ConiEunist intentions are lacking. 

5 “ GERMANY : Soviet field training continues to emphasize river- 

crossing training on. the Elbe whore some tactical units reportedly 
ere participating with engineer units in river crossing exorcises o 
Positive evidence of the assembly of large amounts of bridging 
©quipaent along the Elbe indicates that Soviet forces possess the 
capability of effecting extensive bridging operations. Apparent 
increased emphasis on airborne as well as river -crossing training 
this year suggests increasing attention to training of Soviet forces 
in specialized operations. Eo new movement of Soviet troops into 
Germany has been reported but the arrival of a unit or units 
I probably not more then a division in strength! in June -July i 3 
now accepted. The identity of these troops is not established 
and it may foe a tank division from Poland or a new unit direct 
from the U.S.S.R. Soviet divisional strength in Germany possibly 
will be increased to offset the build-up of RATO forces. In 
addition to the program now underway to improve seven airfields 
in Germany, with completion probably scheduled for October, there 
are unconfirmed reports that seven other fields will also receive 
improvements. Tho number of twin -jet bombers in Germany is reportedly 
increasing. 

SATELLITES : The modernisation of the Satellite Air Forces continues 
with the observation of Yak -15 jets in the Rumanian Air Force, the 
probably assignment of RIG -15’ s to the Hungarian Air Force end the 
continued training of the Czech Air Force in MIG -15 he. The AAA 
build-up in the Prague area continues. In both Poland and Hungary, 
there are Indications that the call-up of the 1931 class nay -bo 
under way slightly ahead of schedule and there is no evidence of 
the release ©r prospective release of older classes. The combat - 
readiness of the Bulgarian Army has been further increased with the 
assignment of the 1931 conscript class to taeticel units and recall 
of large numbers of reservists. Steeply half the unit strength ©f 
fcho Bulgarian Army is now engaged in maneuvers on or near the 
Yugoslav border. 

7* PROPAGANDA: Soviet propaganda has developed no now theses but has 
intensified the "h&te America 3 and "peace" campaigns in the H.3.S.R. 
awl Eastern Europe. Considerable emphasis continues to bo placed 
on the issue of Bast -West trade. 
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CONCLUSIONS 


1« The Soviet Ariaed Porcoo in being are in on advanced state of 
readiness for war* and could initiate offonsive operations with 
little or no additional warning. Military and political indica- 
tions are that the Communists intend to insist upon a solution 
of controversial problems strictly along lines whieh further 
Communist world objectives. There are no indications that the 
Soviets and their Communist allies, in pursuing their major 
objectives, intend necessarily to avoid actions which might preci- 
pitate global hostilities. 

2, Indications are that Communist forces in Stores are prepared to 
undertake a major offensive, that they aro capable logietically 
of sustaining It for at least 2 6 days D and that the attack may 
occur at any time. There ere no clear indications of their inten- 
tions with regard to continuation of tho cease-fire discussions. 

2. Further major Chinese Communist military operations, other than in 
Korea, do not appear to bo iwalnent. Support of the Viet Hinh 
appears to be gradually increasing. 

*S. There ere no firm Indications of Soviet intentions to initiate 
hostilities in Europe or the Near East in the near future. Tho 
availability of largo amounts of bridging equipment in Germany , 
the nature of Soviet training and the continuing build-up of the 
Satellite ground and air forces reflect tho steady increase in 
Communist military preparations in Europe. 

5« No firm conclusion can be reached as to the nature of the neat 
Soviet stove but the weight of evidence paints to the Far East 
as being tho focal point of current Soviet interest. Hi© nature 
of possible Soviet action is net clear. There ore strong indica- 
tions, however, that a major CcssRunist offensive is impending 
in Korea.

a) • KOREA . 

£jj Ground <> Cumulative and continuing evidence of the enemy 
logliiical build -up 0 together with recent reports of a 
southward movement of armor and PW statements of an 
appending offensive, indicate that Communist forces in 
Korea are nos prepared to undertake a major offensive 0 
which may be launched at any time. PECOtf has estimated 
that cnccy forces had accumulated® by 22 August » suffi- 
oiont supplies to support a 46-division sttaclc for q 
period of 26 days. Subsequent to that date, sightings 
of enemy vehicular traffic have reached on all-time high, 
averaging 2577 over a five-day period during the past 
week. The high level of vehicle sightings during recent 
weeks, which included a total of nearly 4000 on 24-25 
August® indicate that enemy forces are now employing at 
least 6000 to 10,000 trucks and have thereby increased 
their capabilities to sustain an offensive. Recent 
sightings have also included a considerable increase in 
the number of trains and locomotives® particularly along 
west coast routes. 


She estimate of Ccsamniat troop strength in Korea was 
increased by 152,000 this week to a total of 627,000® 
based largely on the cumulative evidence of an increase 
in the average strength ©f units and also on the tentative 
acceptance of the presence of two CGF armored divisions. 
Worth Korean units are now estimated to be at full T/0 
strength and CCP units at 80# of T/0 strength. The 
1st CCP Armored Division has been tentatively accepted in 
the Singyo area {about 40 miles north of Kaesong! and 
the 3d CCP Armored Division la believed to fee between 
Wonsan and 7angdok. These divisions sr© believed to hsvo 
a T/& of 80 tanks and a strength of 550 0 men each. These 
tanks® together with those of the Berth Korean 105th 
Tank Division® have brought tho estimated enemy tank 
strength to approximately 300.

The Soviet press on 16 August referred to one Razuvayov 
as the Soviet Ambassador to Korea; this Is the first 
indication that T. ?. Shtykov has been replaced. Although 
not positively identified, the now Ambassador ia believed 
to bo Lt. General V. If. Raenvayev whose career has been 
entirely military and who has had no previous diplomatic 
assignments. 


b. JAPAN- There continue to be no firm Indications of the tactics 
which the Soviet delegation will pursue at the San Francisco conference^ 
other than that the Soviets will presumably seek to upset U.S . plans 
end that they have announced that they will make some "proposals" of 
tholr own. It cannot be determined whether those will Include an 
entirely new treaty proposal or amendments. Soviet propaganda Indicates 
that the particular target will be the military aspects of the treaty 
and that the U.S.S.R. will probably represent itself as the champion 
of the Asian nations who suffered most from Japanese aggression. Several 
Soviet proas items during the week gave particular emphasis to U.S. 
military agreements with Japan, while one Liter ar y Gazette article 
Implied that the U.S.S.R. would play the roScToFa peace-loving nation 
seeking to settlo issues by negotiation in contrast to U.S. rejection 
of "any kind of cooperation at the conference." The possibility that 
the U.S.S.R. may attempt to initlata bilateral discussions with tho

There have, however, been no other indications 


that the Soviets are seriously seeking bilateral talks. Thera continue 
also to bo no indications aa to what proposals, if any, tho Soviets 
may make at San Francisco with regard to Korea or as to whether military 
and political developments in Korea arc being timed to coincide with the 
Japanese Peace Treaty discussions. 

A Soviet freighter which has regularly arrived in Japan at 
two -month intervals with supplies for the Soviet Mission has apparently 
advanced its next arrival from 1st© September to between b-10 September. 
While there is eon© possibility that this development may be connected 
with the opening of the Peace Treaty discussions, other factors may well 
account for it, and the significance of the apparent change, if any, is 
not known . 

o. CHINA. There continue to be no Indications of significant 
preparations in South China which would point to an early attack on 
Formosa or Hong Kong. Another report has been received referring to 
Chinese Comsunl3t expectations of a "coming world war" and of defensive 
measures in South China purportedly to be completed by October.’ There 
was no suggestion of plans for further Chinese Communist military action 
beyond her borders. 
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d. IHBOOHIUA • The military situation continues to remain 
relatively static and there have been no clear indications of iss&inent 
large-scale Viet ftinh operations or of a Chinese CcssBunist Intervention 
in force. Recent: reports increasingly suggest that the Viet Minh are 
suffering from norale problems and encountering serious difficulties 
in feeding both their civilian and military personnel. At the seme 
time, there are indications that this condition is being offset to 
a certain extent by increasing Chinese Communist military aid in the 
fora of supplies and there are some further suggestions that tho infil- 
tration of personnel into the Viet Minh units may be on tho increase. 
One aourco has reported an "Intense" movement of military supplies 
from China to Viet Minh territory during the last month and that the 
Viet Minh are very well supplied in eras and ammunition despite 
deteriorating economic conditions. If conditions within Viot Minh 
territory continue to deteriorate, the possibility of overt actions 
by the Chinese Communists to rotrlove the situation is likely to 
increase. Meanwhile reports, which have not been confirmed, of a 
northward movement of some Viet Minh forces could indicate that a 
redispoait ioning of forces is under way for a major offensive against 
the Red River Delta area. 


o. BURMA. One report of late July stated that early Chinese 
Communist occupation of the Port Herts area {Northern Burma? has been 
rumored in the Sachin State. The possibility that the Chinee® Communists 
might begin a move into northern Burma at the end of the rainy season 
in September has been suggested by this and other recent reports, and 
preparations for m incursion into northern Burma by Burmese Communist 
Party personnel now being tr&lriltfg in Kunming have also been alleged. 
Apart from continuing indications of a concentration of Burmese Insur- 
gent effort in the north, however, firm reports of immediate Communist 
intentions in the area are lacking. 

2 • Indications of Intentio ns in Europe . 

a. CEBimHSf. 

^ Field Training . There are indications 

of continued river -crossingTralning by Soviet field forces 
in Germany, together with some reports of training in 
airborne operations and good evidence of extensive night 
training. Engineer units from at least four of tho six 
Soviet armies are still reported training et different 
locations on the Elbe River, generally from Dessau north 
to Stendal, and thero is evidence of participation as 
well by tactical units {including elements of racefcanised 
and rifle divisions? In the river -crossing exercises. 

Jim enaction is someunat conflicting on the scale of current 
maneuvers. Training appears on ths averago to remain at 
about battalion level, although exercises on a larger 
scale may be under way in the area generally north of 
Stenclal and probably also near Dessau. Positive evidence 
ox the assembly of large amount a of bridging equipment 
at points along the Elbe and the apparent general level 
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of proficiency in handling it indicate that the Soviet 
forces possess the capability of effecting ortensivo 
bridging operations. Tho apparent increased emphasis on 
river crossing training this year* together with larger 
numbers of reports of training in airborne or airlift 
operations, suggest that increasing attention is being 
devoted to training of Soviet forces in various types of 
specialized operation*. 

{2} Troop Movements# There has be^n no mu evidence during 
thc"pas t‘weck to indicate tho arrival of additional Soviet 
troops in Germany. However , the previously reported 
movement of Soviet troops { probably In no more than 
division strength i from Poland into Germany via Goerlits 
during late June and early July is now accepted. The 
most probable present location of these troops is tho 
Ifoisswasser training tree near tho Polish border. The 
unit identity of, tho troops involved In this movement 
has not been established, although there is some possi- 
bility that they may be tho Soviet 20fch Tank Division 
from tho northern Group of Forces in Poland. The barracks 
at Oppeln formerly occupied by this division are reported 
now to bo occupied and under rehabilitation by Polish 
troops. It is not yet apparent* however*, that tho 20th 
Tank Division has permanently departed from its barracks 
in Poland or that this division is not now in its normal 
training area in southwest Poland. An equal possibility 
exists that the troops which entered Germany at Goer lit* 
may be a new unit direct from, the Soviet Union . In any 
case# the D.S.S .R. is possibly planning and may already 
have begun an increase in its divisional strength in 
C- or many to offset tho increase of MTO strength and to 
maintain the relative nuaorical superiority of Soviet 
forces in Europe. It appears probable that any Increase 
In Soviet divisional strength In Germany would include 
the assignment of additional forces to the First and 
Second Guards Mechanised Armies, each of which lack one 
mechanised division to bo equal to a normal mechanised 
army. 


A correction to Information received last week reporting 
on unusual occupancy of Soviet barracks at Dresden now 
indicates that the troop strength there Is not abnormal 
and that troops of tho Headquarters of tho First Guards 
$ccftair?.8cd 'Amy, normally quartered there, are the only 
forces identified et Dresden. 


Soviet Air Act ivity . There arc indications that tho 
CHsnSTHT. Is^conFinuing to improve its overall air capa- 
bilities In Germany. In addition to tho program now under 
way, to Improve seven airfields, with completion probably 
scheduled for October, tliore arc unconfirmed reports that 
seven other airfields have been earmarked for Iiaproveiaonfc . 
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fhose include fields at Erfurt , Porleburg, Strousberg 
and possibly Prewits, Schkeudits, Ziosar and GuestmK 
Two recent unconfirmed reports are consistent with tne

b. SATELLITES < 
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Air and Air Defense Activity. Recent reports indicate 
todt _ thrmodei^iuaono?"fhe Satellite Air Forces is 
continuing. At the Liberation Bey ceremonies on 23 
August s the Rumanian Air Force displayed 15 Yak-15 jets 
bearing Rumanian markings, along with 2*3 conventional 
fighters. This appears to confirm previous reports that 
a transition program in Jot training for Rumatilan pilots 
in well under way. In Hungary, HIG**l5's with Hungarian 
markings have not as yet been observed. Jet transition, 
training of Hungarian pilots is accepted 9 however, and 
the observation at Budapest of seme HI0-15 S 3 with no 
markings whatsoever may indicate that they are intended 
for the Hungarian Air Force. Transition training in 
1410-15'e by the Csech Air Force continues at a slow pace 
at Hilovlce Airfield near Prague. Evidence continues of 
an AM build-up in the Prague area. In addition to 
previous observations of four 80s® AA guns in the area©- 
eight more gun 3 of the same type (four of thorn excellently 
camouflaged^ have been seen in a suburb Just north of 
Prague. It is estimated that there are about 200 
AA guns in all of Chechoslovakia . 

Satellite Ground Forces. There are Indications ©f the 
continued build-up of the Satellite srmod forces, with 
some evidence that the class of 1931 Is be ing called up 
earlier than anticipated in two countries, 


some members dr the class 
of 1931 are now receiving p£e -Induction physical exams 
In Warsaw. These examinations, sesaewhat earlier than 
anticipated, precede the autumn conscriptions which 
• normally occur In October. In Hungary, the induction 
of the 1931 age group has been reported by several 
independent refugee sources. Autumn is the usual 
Induction period and while individuals of the 1931 
class have possibly boon called, it is doubtful that 
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the entire class has been inducted. In neither country 
have there been reports of the release or prospective 
release of older classes now in service.
